INDIAN CBOCOBILES.1 


THEY ARC A TERROR TO HUMAN LIFB 


IN LOWER BENGAL 


aad Prollllo, They Make the 


Blnre They Inhabit Veritable Death 
Traye—Deealto Their Bepulalraaeia They 
Are Catea br Native rulwrowa, 


The Indian crocodile U a feraotoul and 


dangeraut animal and s»\ia» gnat do- 
etruotlon to human lllo, especially In low- 
er Bengal, lu tho dally polloe reports you 
eeldora fall to aeoun aooountof aome man, 
woinuo, child or animal either carried off 
or wounded by a crooodllo, and numerous 
oaueti are no doubt never reported. 


In all tliu omvller rivon of Jonaore Fub- 


na and other district* tbe "ghunt," or 
bathing plwe, of every vllburo Is protected 
by palliate, auil It Is not Safe to venture 
ovon Into them Inolomd places Inoautloua- 
ly, for the cunning reptllo oroeps Into thum 
at nlglit and lies lu wait. I txoe eaw a 
cracadllo that bod seized a little girl by 
the tblgn In ono of tbeea plaoaB and waa 
eiriinmlng off with her Hi bis mouth, pur- 
sued by tho father In a ooooanut trunk 
canoo, with a bamboo polo. Ho compelled 
tho crocodile t« drop tha child, but it had 
torn off ona lag from the hip beforo doing 
so. 


The^illod ferocity of the Indian oroco- 


dllo la well'known. I had » young spool- 
won about ell tnchet long, which I kept 
in a tub at water. In him waa concen- 
trated ail eho ferocity of hi« race. All at- 
tempta to UOOOUiato him were vain. A 
stick put into the water was seized at onoe 
andhftldwiththagreatwetenaclty. There 
waa no gcttfbij btm torollnqnleh his hold, 
and ho ampyedwrtb tbe greatest fury at 
everything put into «Bo water. Yet, on 
tho other band, I have neu a full grown 
crocodile Who lived In a large pond so 
tame that he eamo swimming up to a 
man, who, standing waist deep lu water, 
called him by bis name, "Kalay Khan." 
and would tube a fowl or a piece of flesh, 
out of hla hand without doing him any 
harm. 


Very often a number of crocodiles tafco 


up their habitation in a pond and are not 
disturbed by the Indians, who in time 
come to ooosliier them as sacred animals 
and feed them till they nro So tame tbat 
they may be approached and almost han- 
dled with Impunity. 


Crocodiles wander to long distances on 


land chiefly to change their habitations, 
owing, I suppose, to supplies falling short 
When met on their way, they are invari- 
ably clubbed or ipeored by Che natives, 
who believo tbat the gall bladder has me- 
dicinal virtues and always try to get one. 


A long experience has convinced n)o 


that the head Is nob the vulnerable part in 
an Indian crocodile. Indeed I Dan safely 
say that In the oouree of ray long experi- 
ence, in which I have made crocodile 
shooting a special study tor Awhile, I bavo 
never euooemed lu bringing one down 
dead with a shot In the head, even from a 
heavy rifle aimed fron (bo very short dis- 
tance of six or sovon yards. The most ef- 
fective shot U Jut bebmd tho BhcuIdM, and 
witb tTila shot I bave never failed to kill 
on the gpofc. Ill OBB <rf out tiger Shooting 
expeditions we were led to beat along a 
branch of the river Kosi. which, oomlng 
down from the hills of Nepaut, Sows be- 
tween the BhauBnlpore and Pnrneah dis- 
tricts through alluvial platnaend spreads 
Into numerous branches. Vtfnlle moving 
through the thin jungle t saw an immense 
crocodile sleeping on tha bask entirely 
out of the water with bis hoed toward the 
rtvor. I was about 50 yards from him, 
and, feailng be would disappear In the 
river, t !e» <)»IVBflt blm behind the shoul- 
der witb my No- 14 smoothbore "Samuel 
Nock" muzate loader. Tb my surprise, 
the crocodllo Wriggled lorwari a pace or 
two into the wate* anifstonpod dead. 


The mabout9 and their assistants lumped 


off their clopDvtitB, tied a rafie xouud bis 
waist and wftfc 'rtiffimilty Oriigged him 
out. Thoy then set to work to got his gall' 
bladder. When cut open, the stench was 
overpowering, and a man, putting his 
hands into tbo cavity, took out two entire 
human skulls covered with a green de- 
posit of bile, I snpuOTB. Theae were prob- 
ably the remains of carcasses bo bad do- 
voured. I took off his bead and carried it 
away, leaving hie body to be devoured by 
the tigers alfQ vultures. This crocodile 
measured I? feet in length. The stench 
from his stomach was eo horrible that a 
further Eonrah for bis gall bladder could 
not bo made. 


In tho cold Beaaon theso crocodiles, as 


well as the ghurrlals, or gavlala, are ex- 
tremely fond of basking in the sun, and 
they may bo «?xm Btrctohod out for hours 
ou tho bauka of the rivers enjoying a 
Bound Bleep. It Is then1 that crocodile 
shooting can be had in perfection. There 
is a small river on the eastern boundary 
of tho district of Tlrhoot called tho Tll- 
jooga, which literally swarms with theso 
monsters, and I once spent a fow weeks 
with a frond in a regular cruaade against 
them. The river IB a narrrow, winding 
ono, running between high and precipi- 
tous banks. At every GO or 60 paces a 
crocodile, or sometimes threo or four of 
them, might bo seen lying fast asleep at 
tho foot of the bank in the sun. Our plan 
was to creep cautiously to tho edgo of tho 
overhanging bank, being guided to tho 
spot by a man on the opposite shore. On 
getting above tbe crocodiles wo gave them 
a plunglngflre from heavy rifles, and gen- 
erally succeeded In killing or woundifigono 
or two, but seldom succeeded In bagging 
one, as they almost invariably managed, 
even though mortally wounded, to throw 
themselves into tho water. This result con- 
vinced me that a orocodlle is almost invul- 
nerable on tho head or back or tho upper 
part at the body generally. 


When one Is captured, tbe fishermen 


generally cut him up and took away select 
parts for homo consumption, and you may 
be sure tbe gall bladder was secured and 
carried away aa a prlzo. In spite of the 
strong niusky odor of the crocodile and his 
general repnlslveiieas as an article of diet, 
he Is uaton by the fishermen caste, who 
also eat the largo river turtle, which Is an 
equally foul feeder. 


Crocodllei are vory prolific. 
Young 


ones of all slzw abound In tbe river, and 
the** from tho first display tho demonlao 
ferocity of their speoles. The eggs are laid 
ou a lodge 'of the bank, and sometimes 
about 00 or 40 yards from the water, and 
are covered with aand. Tho foraalo Is al- 
ways close by and rushes at any animal 
that comes near them. She oven drives off 
Glows or dogs that approach tho spot. In 
spite of her vigilance a large majority of 
tfeo eggs and young are destroyed In ono 
way or another. Immediately the young 
am lialclwl they plunge Into the btrotuu, 
and largo numbers are no doubt enten by 
fishes and other animals —Contemporary 
Review.

' The Inequality of the ancient scheme 
tor th* distribution of prize money in 
the navy is glaringly emphasized by 
the announcement 
of the shares to 


•which fleet commanders will be en- 
titled, when the swag captured in the 
late war is doled out by the prize- 
money court's orders. 


According to the eetimate of the 


officials of the navy department Ad- 
miral Sampson will get $100,000, while 
Admirals Dewey and Schley will get 
oniy $9,000 and $5,000 respectively, the 
"men behind the guns" getting only 
JICo apiece. 


Under the ancient scheme Admiral 


Sampson Tvill share in the distribution 
of the prizes captured by all the war- 
ships in the North Atlantic squadron. 
Dewey will be In on the ships destroy- 
ed in Manila bay, and Schley will have 
his share as "second in command" un- 
der Sampson. 


The injustice of the allotment Is ap- 


parent. Giving Admiral Sampson full 
credit for the splendid work of his 
fleet, it looks ridiculous to pay him 
$100,000 extra pay, while Dewey gets 
but $9,000 extra for his incomparable 
achievement in Manila bay. 


The inequality of the distribution is 


re-emphaeixed by the meagreneas of 
Schley's share. True he did not plan 
the battle of Santiago that worked out 
the destruction of Cervera's fleet, but 
be did the fighting, and for that he 
will get only $5,000 to Sampson's $100,- 
000. 
The disparities of the division will 
undoubtedly impress congress with the 
importance or at least the feasibility 
of doing away with the obnoxious sys- 
tem. The sailors in our navy do not 
need to be inspired by hope of sordid 
gain by way of prize money.

In the police department the ques- 


tion of a station matron will soon be 
brought to the deciding point by the 
active -workers of the W. C. T. U. 
They have not said much in regard to 
the matter for the past few weeks.but 
have been busily investigating the sub- 
ject in other places, and will be ready 
to make a strong local 
application 


when they meet the mayor to discuss 
the que|^ion. The average taxpayer 
has so far thought very little about the 
question, except to see and acknowl- 
edge that it would be a most excellent 
thing if it could be done. But to him, 
as in many other things which he sees 
to be good, in this connection there 
comes the question of expense and the 
best placing of the 
money that is 


available. That the police department 
needs enlarging is a recognized fact. 
More patrolmen are needed for the 
proper covering of the city. Attention 
has recently beecn called to some of 
the sections in the city which should 
be covered far better than they can be 
now. Partly on account of the scarcity 
of officers to place where needed the 
curfew law which th* W. C. T. U. 
backed is not at all enforced in some 
places. The question will come as to 
whether a matron at the station is 
more needed than more men on the 
streets where there are sinners to be 
gathered in and property protected. 
If a comparison of the figures con- 
cerning the number of women arrested 
\\lih thtj Tacts concerning the patrol 
work demanded shows that the first 
need is for a matron, sut-h an official 
should be provided for before another 
officer is added to the force. Like all 
propositions which are new to the city, 
however, the matter needs some con- 
sideration to fit excellent theoretical 
suggestions to local conditions.

The true solution to^about half of 


the city's public questions may be en- 
tirely decided upon within a few years 
by the general adoption of the scheme 
that the Boston & Albany road has 
been trying on its tracks this summer. 
The company has sprinkled a long 
section of its roadbed with oil. This 
penetrates the gravel for about four 
feet and almost entirely prevents the 
raising of dust by the passing trains. 
The same plan has been tried by at 
least pne town*for the sprinkling of 
its streets, and Is pronounced a perfect 
success. The oil retains Its effective- 
ness for a long time, and does not 
leave the part sprinkled a mass of 
mud, 
as does water.. It has yet to be 


tried on paved streets, but is IB safe 
tu aaauinu that after so nun li h-is bi^n 
accomplished, it will not be long be- 
fore we shall be able to sprinkle our 
streets with oil early In the spring 
and have it lay the dust for all sum- 
mer. 
One difficulty is thus disposed of.

The population of Vineland is 11,000, 


Here is a town of more than twice the 
population of Williams town, like "Wil- 
liamstown largely a farming com- 
munity, not wealthy people, with a 
total expense for the poor for the 
financial year of $333.16. 


In 1895 Williamstown had a popula- 


tion of 4S87. The Overseer's of 
the 


Poor report for the year ending March 
1, 1898, shows that they spent during 
the year a total of $5,251.29 for the sup- 
port of the poor. One of the principal 
causes of poverty here in Williams- 
town appears to be the drink traffic. 
In Vineland one of the piincipal cause* 
of the absence of poverty is the sup- 
pression of the drink traffic. 


A minister in one of 
our pulpits 


lately said that he knew of six cosecu- 
live families on one street, that were 
in abject poverty caused by the use of 
alcohol. One of our licensed druggists 
said to the writer that "the people 
could not get along without being able 
to get liquor in sickness; that he could 
not discriminate by the looks of the 
buyer, whether he were honest in. the 
use of the liquor he bought or not, so 
he was obliged to sell to all applicants 
alike, and if he found any one drink- 
ing too much, he shut down on him." 


Every one 'knows that as a rule, i£ 


people drink any alcohol, they drink 
too much. We all know that the best 
authorities in medical science say 
that alcohol is neither necessary nor 
useful in sickness or health. 


±)r. E. W. Richardson, than whom 


there is no higher authority, says; 
"When the physician calls to his aid 
the study of physiological laws, he can 
find no place for alcohol as a necessity 
of life. In whatever direction he turns 
his attention to determine the value o£ 
alcohol to man, he sees nothing but 
void, physical disease, mental death. 


Many specific diseases engendered 


by it in the parent, are too 
often 


stamped in the child; while the pro- 
pensity to its use descends also, mak- 
ing the evil interest compound in its 
terrible loyalty. 
Alel Gustafson, who 


has probably given to the world the 
most thorough treatise on the evils 
resulting from theuse of alcohol; "The 
Foundation of Death," extant, says in 
his preface; 
"As there are many

Tegetntion. General Greene went ashore 
from tho Cliina on tho morning of July 
4 and formally hoifitcd tho American 
flag. Tho rt:iy was spent by tho troopl 
of tho second Philippine expedition in 
a manner unique in onr army annals 
and to the men as well. While tho first 
expedition likely had their holiday cele- 
bration in port and the third expedition 
amid tho pleasures of tho Hawaiian 
capital the second expedition enjoyed 
the national holiday at sea. On boarcj 
all tho transports appropriate exercises 
were held, tmrt tho troopa were given a 
Fourth of July dinner. 


Four deaths at sea occurred during 


tho voyage of the expedition. These 
bnrials at sea were most solemn core- 
iiKnieB. Thero has beeu but little sick~ 
ne5i during the Voyage, and in the Penn- 
sylvania, command the health of the 
n?en ha£ been excellent. On board the 
China, Colon and Senator the men have 
been somewhat crowded and have been 
kept below much of tho time. On the 
Zealandia tbo Pennsylvania troops have 
had more room, and Colonel Hawkins 
has given the men all privileges of the 
beat. Thus the sanitary condition ot 
men and quarters has beoii excellent. 


Since the expedition has come into 


tho ouemy'B country and tho eigbting 
of a Spanish warship was thought to be 
among the possibilities strict discipline 
has been maintained uboard the trans- 
ports. On the China two men were 
court tnartialed for sleeping oa board 
ship. One was sentonoed to one year's 
imprisonment! and the other to two 
years. 


The route of tho fleet from the La- 


drones to Manila bay was close around 
tho northern end of Luzon. When 110 
convoy was met at the Ladronei, it was 
curtain that a warship would be Bent 
out to escort the troopships into Cavite. 
The Boston was met off Luzon at noon 
ou .Toly lo, and when tho cruiser joined 
the fleet tho fears of Spanish crafts were 
quieted. It was not until the Boston 
joined the fleet that it was known that 
the first expedition had taken the La- 
drones. Tho garrison at Umata consist- 
ed of only about 60 men. 
When the 


Charleston opened fire, no reply waa 
made, and the garrison surrendered. The 
governor end prisoners were brought to 
Manila and ate now among the 3,000 
Spaniards in our hands ut Cavite. 


The events Of the four days' voyage 


into port after being joined by tho Bos- 
ton were not exciting. On Sunday morn- 
ing, July 17, the fleet arrived off the 
bay, 
and ftt cl.-.yHgiit steamed into port. 


It was just 11 weeks after Dowoy'a 
groat victory that tho expedition sailed 
into tho bay and joined the American 
fleet anchored oft' Cavite. The noise of 
a conflict uetweeu the Spaniards and the 
insurgents was plainly heard, and on 
the hills around Manila could bo been 
tho smoke of battle. All about the bay 
the ruins of tho former Spanish fleet 
wore to bo seen, and from Cavito forts 
and dungeons tho American flag floated 
triumphantly. 


Ono of tho surprises among military 


authorities is the surrender of Cavite. 
The garrison must certainly havo been, 
thrown into consternation over tho de- 
straction of tho fleet. The groat walls 
of the fort aud dungeon are fully 80 
feet thick and of solid masonry. Tho 
most improved guns aro etill upon thtt 
ramparts and undischarged. In tho town 
every housu is a fortress and surround- 
ed by strong stone walls. In tho arsenal 
at Cavite there is a fully equipped ma- 
chine shop and arcana!, and there we 
tiro now turning out naval supplies. 
. The town when we arrived was really 
an insurgent camp. 
They had their 


guardhouse and held their Spanish pris- 
oners. Formerly they killed all taken, 
Init wo put a stop to that. Upon their 
fora anil guardhouses may yet bo seen 
crosses and inscriptions nmdu by human 
blood, nnd through the town can bo 
seen tho skulls of tho victims who fell 
before the rage of tho in&urgcnts when 
they brolio into Cavito whou Dowoy 
subdued the place. 


Kor centuries tho Spaniards here per- 


ftntvatvu their oruuitius, ami tho in&ur- 
gentft aro actuated by a spirit of ro- 
vengo. In the dungeons of tho Cavito 
prisons can bo s-oou long rows of bullet 
bolus in the stono walls made by Span- 
i:.h volleys when tho native prisoners 
wero mude to kneel for execution.

Tfamt K»cb Vessel MuBt Blake Each Tear. 
Conditions of Actual Battle Observed a* 
Nearly M FoMible. 


' Tbero are two kinds of target practice 
requited !n oar navy—that known ae sea 
practice and record practice. Stringent 
rules have been provided by tho depart- 
in en t prescribing six eea practices and one 
record practice annually, and aoy failure 
to hold suph practice must be fully ex- 
plained, and only in the case of tho most 
cogent reasons wijl the omission of target 
practice or the failure *o properly expend 
tha allonranco of amainnition be consid- 
ered justifiable. If vessels ore in port when 
target practice IB due, they are cotnpclled 
to get BBfltr way, proceed to sea and carry 
out tboir instructions. The object of at- 
tnck Is a triangular' Bail of thret. sides at- 
tached to an upright pole of about 15 feet 
in height stuck in a wooden frame which 
'serves as a Afloat, find at a distance of a 
mile this littlo affaires scarcely visible to 
the eye, ^nd yefi our'great battleships and 
oruisePS steaming at eight or ten knots 
frequently destroy it at a distance of two 
miles 


Sea practice with great guns IP conduct- 


ed eitjior on or off soundings at ranges 
varying from 806 to 3,000 yards, the ship 
stea&aing at anymte the commanding offi- 
ce* may direct. This practicVis 'intended 
to simulate as nearly as possible the con- 
ditions of actual battle, and the rules of 
the navy require thafcthedeflails-of observ- 
ing tho fall of shots and the accuracy of 
flro shall not be allowed to unduly inter- 
fore with- the spirited and continuous fire. 
Guns are loaded and fired just as qniekly 
as they would be U the ship were engag- 
ing an enemy. The rate of speed varies 
anywhere from bare steerage way to that 
of highest rato under forced draft. 


The entire crew is at Quarters, and bat- 


tle hatches are clown; the ships stripped 
clear. The doctors gat; out their sawa and 
tnive$, and hammocks are slung for low- 
ering the euppdfeed Injured to the operat- 
ing room below. The captain takes his 
place in the conning tower, the secondary 
batteries ore manned, marinsa stationed 
in the military taps, and the ship and her 
crow to all intent and purposes are ready 
to engage an imaginary enemy. 


Then the battle opens. Like great swans 


the graceful cruisers circle around the 
target, letting go firrt one battery and 
then the other as they come up on the oth- 
er eido- Tha great ponderous bacMeifeipfl 
pour in their mammoth projectiles, and if 
tho polo has not been knocked to pieces at 
the end of 16 minutes it IB because the 
praatice U cot up to the navy standard. 


It cost* the government very little to 


constrvatt these targets, and any afoip can 
make one in a few hours, and for thi^ rea- 
son a good many can be destroyed in the 
course of a few hours' practice without 
the government losing more than $100. 
But it is not so with the »mnmatt*on. Ev- 
ery time a IB inch gm» la fired off at full 
service charge the 1,100 pound projectile, 
backed by 600 pounds of powder, is burled 
into tfco eea. The powrter CQ«M f 1 a pound 
and tho projectile about $800. Regular 
armor jfjercjng prajeetile*, the kind that 
arc employetvib actual baCtta, when some 
heavily belted steel ship is to bo peneferati- 
ed, are never used m target practice. They 
ore too eostly, and the sgroo results can be 
obtained with the oast; iron or semlarmor 
piercjjig type, 1%e target practice, there- 
fore, while valuable in the results, is ox- 
peneive t« tho country. 


Regulations of tho navy department re- 


quire that nt two sea practices each year 
tho ships sh,"jl bo cleared for action and 
men stationed as in actual battle, with 
necessary officers, alda and quartermaster 
In conning tower and all other officers nt 
their sratfoue. Ammunition U supplied 
in the manner that would bo autunlly nec- 
essary in battle, niul, except in cases of 
emergency, orders tfiiill bo given by tha 
means that wfnm bo oyaployed In bottle.

for one sea practice is expended at night, 
Hrnrchllgbts being used to illuminate the 
target and disclose its presence ft that nn 
acourate fire nuty be maintained.

«U, liTlng (ur 10 years more, 20 yean more, 
30 years raoro, etc. For example, as re-* 
gards 1,000 men aged 20, 889 of them "livo 
ten years more"—i. o., to ago 30—that isr 
94 per cent live to ago 30 and 6 per cenb 
do not, so tho chance at age 20 to live t€ 
age 80 is not quite 16 to 1 in favor of liv- 
ing.
